were forever soothing our homesick minds and mixed-up hearts with kind-words and deeds. 


We are learning the role of a professional 
nurse. Soon we will be graduated andnear.the coveted.R.N.certification. 


The calm after the storm will soon come and then the brook will be strong, secure,easy, andeverlastingly flow- 
ing as time passes day by day and we give our best to the world which has given us everything.
